Burris, 63, New Castle, was 
dead at the scene and his wife, 
a passenger in the car, was 
injured. 
Officials said an autopsy was 
ordered, but it was believed 
Burris suffered a fatal heart 
attack. 
State police said the deaths of 
the children would be1 classified 
as traffic fatalities, even if the 
driver’s death was attributed to 
natural causes. 
There were about 30 kinder- 
gartners in Mrs. Sharon Hahn’s 
classroom, all sitting on floor 
rugs when the car smashed into 
the building, which sets about a 
half block from the street. 
Lt. Charles Davis of the New 
Castle Police Department said 
witnesses estimated the car 
was traveling 75 to 100 miles 
per hour when it ran a stop 
sign at a four-way stop, jumped 
a curb, raced across a lawn 
and rammed, into the building. 
The classroom was located at 
the corner of a. one-story “L” 
shaped building which houses 
the Wilbur Wright Elementary 
School.

graduated in. two years and 11 
months. His life from then on 
has been dedicated to God.

THE ROLE OF PR O FIT 


T here would be less confusion over present econom ic 
conditions and a clearer view of what it Lakes to stabilize 
those conditions for the benefit of everyone if m ore people 
possessed a better understanding of how the A m erican 
system of p riv ate en terp rise w orks 


Most businessm en themselves, have 'been too busy 
com peting in the private enterprise system to concern 
them selves w ith com m unicating its virtues As a result, 
many A m eric an s—even as they enjoy the fruits of 
com petitive e n te rp rise —rem am distru stfu l of it They do 
not fully un d erstan d how it works, nor do they fully a p ­ 
preciate the contribution it m akes to the high stan d ard s of 
living th a t A m ericans generally enjoy E specially, they 
do not u n derstand the role .of profit 


As the chief executive of one large A m erican cor­ 
poration stated some' tim e 'back, business m ust provide a 
product—o r a se rv ic e - that has a value to the public and 
that people wish to buy 
And business m ust offer this 
product or service at a price people are w illing to pay. “ If 
a business firm does these two things efficiently,” he 
noted, “ it will m ake a profit, Prof.it. then, is a quantifiable 
m easure of business success 
With ad eq u ate profit, a 
business endures; w ithout it, the business disap p ears ” 


Continuing, he said “ As businessm en, w e understand 
these things But m any outside b u sin esses—including a 
num ber of the nation s law m a k ers—seem to reg ard profit 
as being im m oral At best, they think of it a s money that is 
left over from the operation of a business. They believe it 
is som ething that is surplus or not really needed From 
this idea, it follows that perhaps profits can be reduced 
without harm 
They sim ply do not understand that 
business cannot o p erate without c a p ita l—and without 
profiLs no capital can be generated Polls show that the 
public thinks the average m a n u fa ctu re r's after-tax profit 
is about 28 cents on the sale dollar A ctually, it is only 
about a nickel.” 


The corporation chief also pointed out that there is little 
understanding of what is done with profits an d of the way 
m which profits a re fed back into the system to produce 
future growth in goods and serv ices, 
jobs, wages, 
dividends, and tax revenues 


“Usually, 
he explains, “ attention is paid to the total 
dollar volume of business profits—frequently to the ac ­ 
com panim ent of criticism of their size R arely a re profits 
considered in term s of the r e ta ra on investm ent needed to 
assure the future viability of the business 


T here a re several m eans of m easuring profit. Quite 
ap p ro p riately , profit m ay be related to sales revenue, or 
to total as sets employed, or to stockholder investm ent. 
The most revealing m easu re of profitability, particularly 
in an industry which requires large fixed capital in­ 
vestm ents. is not the dollar volume of net profit but the 
per cent of retu rn on investm ent This retu rn m ust be high 
enough to g en e rate internal capital and to a ttra c t external 
capital so that the business can rem a in viable."

That is not the w hole story of profit in business There 
a r e _details íhvolved which cannot be expounded upon 
without going to g re a t lengths But w hat this corporation 
executive says is basic to the role of profit in our free

On The Farm Front

WASHINGTON <UPI> - For 
the first tim e in recent years, 
the percentage of Americans 
living on farm s appears to be1 
stablizing 
According to two population 
reports, the estim ated num ber 
of persons living on farm s in 
rural areas was 9,472.000 for 
the year ending October. 1973. 
This was only 240.000' less 
than 1970 figures —a decrease 
which census experts said was 
not 
statistically 
significant. 
This m a rk s the first tim e since 
the mid 1940s that a three-year 
interval has not resulted in a 
significant loss in the num ber 
of farm residents 
The last sim ilar period of 
stability occurred at the end of 
World War II when returning 
veterans and released defense 
workers tem porarily 
checked 
farm population declines. 
Officials said from. 
1970-72, 
the average loss of farm people 
through m igration and reclas­ 
sification 
of 
residence 
from 
farm to nonfarm was 113,000 a 
year or about 1 per cent — 
sharply contrasting with 
the 
declines in farm population of 
the 1950s and 1960s 
Between 1950 and 1955. an 
estim ated 11 million persons 
left the farm s, with outm igra­ 
tion of 910.000 from 1955 and 
1960. officials 
said 
Between 
I960 and 1970, a total of 1.4 
million persons left the farms. 


The stabilizing farm popula­ 
tion represents a trend found 
only 
within 
the 
white farm 
population, however. The r e ­ 
ports indicated that minority 
tarm population has continued 
to decline sharply since 1970 at 
an average annual rate of 10.5 
per cent. This was roughly the 
sam e rate found between I960 
and 1970 for blacks and other 
minorities. 


Of the four m ajor geographic 
regions, the North Central area 
—Ohio, In d ia n a . Illinois. M i­ 
chigan. Wisconsin. Minnesota. 
Iowa, 
Missouri, 
North 
and 
South Dakota. Nebraska and 
Kansas —was only one that 
recorded no meaningful differ­ 
ence in the num ber of farm 
residents from 1970 to 1973 


The fam iliar pattern of farm 
population loss continued m the 
South and Northeast, but an 
in c re a s e in fa rm people o c ­ 
curred in the West.

figures indicating a slowing in 
the rate of decline for num ber

farm s. 
The 
Agriculture 
D epartm ent

The 
num ber of farm s dropped an 
average of 3 per cent a year 
between 1960 and 1970.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Are 
Am erica’s police forces becom­ 
ing m ilitarized? 
Yes, according to lawyers 
handling the defense of several 
of those accused with crim es 
stemming from the 1973 occu­ 
pation of Wounded Knee by 
members 
of 
the 
American 
Indian 
Movement 
and 
their 
supporters. 
, The Indians’ defense team 
wll| try- to present at their 
trials what it calls a “military 
defense," contending there was 
"m assive 
m ilitary 
interven­ 
tion" in what the government 
itself labeled a “civil disorder." 
According to the lawyers, the 
militarization 
of 
the 
police 
community in general—and the 
Jus,tice Departm ent in particu­ 
lar—did not begin with the 71- 
day Wounded Knee siege. 
Instead, 
as 
the 
journal 
"'Counter-Spy” contends,, they 
feel 
Wounded 
Knee 
“was 
simply a field test where the 
m ilitary 
w as allow ed 
to 
clandestinely control a rather 
large 
army 
composed 
of 
specially trained, U.S. m arshals 
and FBI agents." 
At 
the 
rate 
judges 
are 
dism issing 
W ounded 
Knee 
cases, the defense lawyers may 


never get a chance to present 
their “ m ilitary defense," but 
investigators, for “ C ounter- 
Spy,” the journal of the “ Fifth 
E state," an organization devot­ 
ed to creating an alternative 
intelligence community, have 
outlined the scenario. 
A ccording to Tim B utz, a 
young investigator involved in 
studying Wounded Knee, the 
role of the m ilitary at the seige 
"went beyond the limits de­ 
scribed 
in 
the Passe Com- 
m itatu s Act, the law w hich 
prohibits 
the 
m ilitary 
from 
enforcing civil law.” 
Butz said the military pre­ 
sence at Wounded Knee was 
more than just an advisory or 
observer status, adding that it 
described its role as "being 
equal to, not subservient to, the 
Justice 
Departm ent 
officials 
who 
were 
responsible 
for 
Wounded Knee.” 
He cited as exam ples the use 
of 
m ilitary 
planes 
to 
fly 
reconnaissance ' missions, sup­ 
plying the FBI and m arshals 
with M16 riñes, Army contribu­ 
tion of 75 sniper rifles with 
scopes and arm ored personnel 
carriers. 
E sse n tia lly , according to 
Butz, all of the weapons and 


munitions, while in the hands of 
civilian 
officers, 
were 
con­ 
trolled by Col. Volney Warner, 
chief 
of 
staff 
of the 
82nd 
Airborne Division, much in the 
sam e fashion as Warner had 
done in Vietnam in the early 
1960*5. 
• 
Equally 
disturbing 
to 
the 
lawyers and Butz is the growth 
of the Special Operations Group 
within the Marshals Service. 
Butz said the "represent a 
standing arm y responsible only 
to the attorney general, not the 
Congress and the people. 
"They wear m ilitary style 
uniforms, use m ilitary weapons 
and 
utilize 
military 
tactics 
under the advice and control of 
arm y 
officers. 
In 
addition, 
members of the SOG attend the 
Army’s Senior Officers Civil 
Disturbance Orientation Court” 
at Ft. Gordon. 
"By all objective standards, 
they are an arm y rather than a 
police force, an arm y that has 
its entire history rooted in ‘civil 
disorder’ 
suppression,” 
Butz 
said. 
Butz believes that the next 
time a civil disorder such as 
Wounded 
Knee 
occurs, 
the 
Army will be even more bold in 
the role it will play and the 
control they exercise over civil 
authority. 
He cites Sen. Sam Ervin, D- 
N.C., who in his hearings on 
domestic intelligence operations 
of the military warned that 
arm ies can never be trusted to 
check their own power.

If 
improper browning has been a 
problem for you, check the 
baking pans you’re now using. 
T ests made by home econo­ 
mists at Whirlpool Corpora­ 
tion show that proper use of 
good quality baking pans in 
the size recommended in the 
recipe provides the best bak­ 
ing results. 
The pans you use may be 
too dark. Dark pans absorb 
more heat. 
like a dark car 
on a hot day. For cakes and 
cookies, aluminum is recom­ 
mended since it allows heat to 
spread uniformly. The shiny 
surface reflects heat and helps 
prevent overbrowning. 
You can easily check your 
pan material with a household 
magnet. The magnet will not 
cling to aluminum. 
Cookies are sometimes too 
brown when baked on alumi­ 
num. In this case, the cookie 
sheet used may have been, too 
large. Heat can be trapped 
under

Home Loan Bill 


Gets Quick Action 


WASHINGTON 
(U P!) 
- 
President Ford is expected to 
quickly approve a. bill designed 
to help ease America’s home 
loan credit crunch and spur the 
building of IOC.000 houses. 
The $7.75 billion legislation 
passed by overwhelming voice 
vote in the House Tuesday. It 
received Senate approval, ear­ 
lier. 
The action came as the the 
government reported home loan 
completions fell 14 per cent 
between 
July 
and 
August 
across the country. 
Congressional supporters said 
the housing industry is going 
steadily downhill and would-be 
homeowners cannot find mort­ 
gage money at less than 12 per 
cent interest. 
The President has already 
announced he will immediately 
release $3 billion of the $7.75 


billion which the bill authorizes 
for the government to buy up 
conventional home mortgages 
from building and loan associa­ 
tions and other lending institu­ 
tions over the next year. 
The purpose is to free private 
money for new mortgages. The 
$3 billion is expected to pay for 
100.000 new homes. 
The bill permits purchase of 
mortgages up to $42,000 per 
home at interest ceilings equal 
to the going rate on six and 12- 
year treasury bonds plus one- 
half of one per cent. 
The conventional mortgages 
would be purchased by the 
Government National Mortgage 
Association, 
which 
is 
now 
limited to buying VA and other 
government-backed loans.
